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. INTOODUCTION 

It was the p^lanning committee's desire to create occupational ^ 
unit plans which would enable every child in the Mason County school 
system to be as fully aware as 'possible of, the various career fields 
and weir effect upon- him as an Individual.

M0 base our curr^fxuTurti design on thp fi fteei| occupational clustery 
as defined by the United States Office of^ducation. Amatrix'for the 
units was developed to cover all fifteen occupational clusters by the 
end of the sixth gfa^^ie^ |t also reinforced this by 'covering all the 
clusters a^^in by the end of the tweTfth grade. We felt that in doln^ 
this, students 4W0U Id at least see some aspects of all areas ^f occupa- 
tional employment during their* school career. 

You may not^ice that there are differences in the design of some of 
th^- teaiihing units. This is due to two different factors: {Q the 
producer, of each unit is an Individual; and (2) we upgraded our unit 
design during our year of developmental trial and error. 

You-will alsc>. rfDtlce that there are some repetitions of units. Thi 
Is due to the^many people* i nvt>l ved in, developing- our curriculum;,^ We 
wouTd also like ta explain that* these are only samples of what can^be 
done as far as teaching'uni ts. There are no strict guidelines on how 
to reach students,, What will work for one .group will not always work - 
for another group. Therefore, juse these units as a guide or reference 
but not as a restricted entity.

. visual matg^%ls, >^arious media or art and music. 

She must create opportuni t ies ' to motivate stuc(^nts through discussions,

She must seek ways to help children in making adjustments, In under- 
standing the worth of an individual and his choices of work, and in 
appreciating the fact, that through participation and coc^eratlbn much tan

Every opportunity must be made tb provide each child with experiences 
that will help him to achieve- status with his peer group, to see that, he 
^experiences some degree d# 'success, and that he^ re'cejves praise. Thrgugh , 



unit work the re^so'urceful teacher will be aware of this and find ways to 
provide these experiences. * ■ " ' 

In choostrrg a unit for career education the teacher must first con- 
sider the academic and social values that can be derived fr^om it and what 
appeal it wi l1f have to the child. Then she must create ,exper iences th^t will 
Introduce .the children .to areas of the world -of work that are related to 
the uni t.

\ She must provide a suitable and appropriate environment in the class- 
room that will help the child' to be aware of the world of work. This can 

^be done^by the usf^of charts, pcosters, d^spl^ys, exhibits, and bulletin 
boards as well as orovjding a relaxed atmosphere in which children'can 
move freely while doing their work. 

The teacher must be skillful in guidincj dfbcussions, formi ng commi ttees , 
and directing play activities. Through becoming familiar with all material-s 

•available the teacher can lead to niore techniques ^or; d iscern ln^^jj|e con- 
ceptual elements in the children's seemingly insignificant experiences. 

The teacher must be aware that she is- attempti ng to acquaint the child 
with the real world work.
